#e Hinea tho submission of the previous memorantum, the aoope and 
‘wees of covert CiA activities have beon greatly expanded and the proviengs 
involved in coummications support thus have bedoms sonaidorably clearer, 

fhore oas resulted a aueh greater emphasis upon the necogsity for CIA 
oversted ard controlled truukeline facilitica, It le apparent that the 
facilition of the Arned forvicos will not be adequate in tines of emergency 
to effect trenanission of CIs traffic in auoh a manner as to permit proper 
exercise by the Uircator of hig ooumand functions. The following para~
